A TU-niiiiitlc Tragedy 


Not since the killing of James Flsk 


Jr.. by Edward Stokes on the staircase 
(if the Grand Central hotel more than 
thirty years ago, .has the .metropolis 
lH-en .shocked by 'so 
startling 
and 
dramatic a tragedy as that:which was 
enacted last nisht In the -view of an 
audience of more than 1,000 persons 
in the roof theater of Madison Square 
Garden. Not the least dramatic feat- 
ure of the trusetly' is the .fact that 
•White met his death in the structure 
which la perhaps the most conspicuous 
memorial of his architectural genius. 


Rarely has trie case against 
any 
prisoner moved with more rapidity 
than did the proceedings today which 
eiultid In Thaws formal commitment 
to the Tombs. 
Have in this unusual 
ami almost frenzied haste, the routine 
followed and the treatment accorded 
lo Thaw differed in no respect 
from 
that meted out to any prisonei; charged 
with a capital offense. 


Shackled ID a Detective 


P.ousecV enrly this morning, from his 


coll in the West Thirtieth 'street sta- 
tion house, Thaw 
attired 
in' fresh. 


clothing, brought lo him by his valet, 
\vnn shackled in spite of his protesta- 
tions, to a detective: and taken in the 
patrol wusfon to police headquarters. 
Thereafter, awaiting hi sturn In the 
long line of petty criminals arrested 
during the night, he was photographed 
und his measurements taken on 
the 


Hertillon system. 
Again In the patrol 
wason. he was taken to the. criminal 
•cmu'flVurkrtng/ wrTere • a great multi- 
tude gathered 
to

glimpse of him, anil was arraigned in, 
the police court. 
There the proceed- 


ings were of the briefest, and after the, 
hare formality of 
arraignment 
had 


linen undergone. Thaw was remanded 
to the custody of the coroner ant1, on 
his order committed to tho Tombs to 
iiwait the result of his trial. 


Showed Tjlttlr Agitation 


Throughout tho proceedings. Thaw 


showed little evidence of agitation, ex- 
cept when the detective approached 
him in the station In affix the hand- 
cuffs to his wrists. Then he protested. 


But on being assured that this was the 
Invariable practice, he submitted with- 
out further words. 
While'leaving the 


station and even In the court room, he 
was compelled to run the gauntlet of 
batteries of cameras, from which 
he 


shielded himself as well as he could 
by covering his face with his unshack- 
led hand. 


Symptoms of Insanity 


Thaw was registered at the Tombs 


as "Harry Thaw, born in the 
United 
States, thirty-three years old. student." 
and was assigned to cell 220 on the 
second tier. 
Shortly after his arrival 


he was visited in his cell by Dr. Aus- 
tin Flint, Dr.' Carlos F. MacDonald and 
Dr. Mabon. on behalf, it was said, of 
the district attorney's office, and by 
Dr. Maguire, the 
Tombs 
physician, 


who was requested to make an 
ex- 


amination of the 
prlsener's 
mental 


condition by counsel for the defense. 
Doctors MacDonald and Flint later de- 
clined to say anything, but Dr. Ma- 
guire said that he believed he dis- 
covered indications of incipient pare- 
sis. 
The alienists will make a further 
examination of the prisoner tomorrow. 
Dr. Maguire meantime keeping him 
under observation. 


Will Defend Thaw 
Dr. Maguire said that Thaw's physi- 


cal condition was almost perfect and 
his appetite excellent. 
Louis Dela- 


fleld. who took charge of Thaw's In- 
terests immediately after his arrest, 
announced that the firm of Black. O1-. 
cott and Bonynge, of which former 
Governor Frank S. Black is the senior 
partner, had been retained to conduct 
the defense. Later Delafield and Ol- 
cott had an interview with the pris- 
oner in the consulting room in 
the 


prison, after which Delafleld declined 
to say anything about the case except 
that it was now entirely in the hands 
of Black and Olcott. 
Olcott refused 


to make any statement.
